Repeat Decrease round 
every other round 7 more 
times — 8 sts. 

FINISHING 

Divide sts in half and graft 
sts together.

Annie Modesitt, aka the "knitting heretic," talks 
about her next pattern book, her neuj online 
classes, and uuhy she put doLun her needles 
for a decade before launching her popular blog.

A nnie Modesitt laughingly calls 
herself a “knitting heretic,” 
a nickname she took on when she 
self-published a book about her 
unorthodox knitting techniques. It s 
a name that suits the adventurous 
designer, prolific author, outspoken 
blogger, and enthusiastic teacher. 
Annie is a woman of passion and 
honesty, a designer unafraid to voice 
her controversial ideas about knitting 
in an industry steeped in tradition. 

It s hard to imagine that with all her 
success — she’s written seven knitting 
books, contributed to more than 10 
pattern books, published designs in all 
of the major knitting magazines, and 
taught around the world — it almost 
did not happen. 

Annie says that in 1983, “I figured 
out my own way of knitting. I didn’t 
know I was doing anything different.” 
It wasn’t until she began working as a 
technical writer for another magazine 
that she discovered she knitted differ- 
ently from everyone around her. This 
eventually became so frustrating that 
she set down her knitting, enrolled in 
grad school, and built a career in 
theatrical and TV design. She didn’t 
pick up her needles once in 10 years. 

Then, in 2000, she read an article 
by Priscilla Gibson-Roberts that, as 
she happily declares, changed her 
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Black Prince Mini Dress

life. She learned that combination knit- 
ting is an accepted method, common 
among Eastern European knitters. 

“I started crying because I felt so 
legitimized and validated,” remembers 
Annie. In fact, she was inspired to begin 
designing knitwear again and felt em- 
powered to teach her style of combina- 
tion knitting, which merges techniques 
from Western and Eastern knitting 
methods. Right now, she’s focusing her 
tremendous talents on writing her eighth 
book, History on Two Needles (Coopera- 
tive Press, due for release in Fall 2011), 
and developing a series of online knitting 
classes. 

Annie’s background in historical 
design (she earned an MFA in costume 
and set design from Rutgers University) 
as well as her fascination with paint- 
ings from the British National Portrait 
Gallery have both served as endless 
inspiration for the new book’s garments. 
“In History on Two Needles, I take images 
from history, paintings, sculptures, even 
a funeral effigy from Canterbury Cathe- 
dral to make modern knit designs you 
wouldn’t be ashamed to walk down the 
street in — garments that look modern, 
but have a historical basis,” she says. “The 
way the sleeve is draped, maybe, reso- 
nates with the original inspiration.” As 
with all of her designs, Annie emphasizes 
the wearability of these garments.

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With each one, she 
considers the knitter’s expe- 
rience as she carefully works 
out the pattern for her designs, 
looking for ways to make it as much fun as 
possible to knit. “I want to encourage knit- 
ters to be adventurous and to understand 
how good they can be. Being a really good 
knitter doesn’t take a lot of time— it just 
takes passion and love,” asserts the self- 
taught designer. 

Annie’s connection with knitters is a 
two-way relationship, one that she has 
actively cultivated through her popular 
blog, www.modeknit.com. What began as a 
knitting blog in 2002 has since evolved into 
a personal dialogue with her readers about 
Annie’s design process as well as her fam- 
ily’s trials and tribulations. 

“The blog is useful for working on a 
new piece. Readers will make me think 
about it in different ways, and it really 
keeps me going. I post images of a work 
in progress and ask readers for opinions. I 
get really great feedback. I have such intel- 
ligent readers,” Annie says. 

Annie especially credits her blog read- 
ers for both their encouragement and input 
on her patterns for History on Two Needles. 
She’s been working on the book for three 
years, slowed down in part by the chronic 
pain and exhaustion caused by fibromy- 
algia, which was diagnosed in December 
2009. This didn't prevent her from creating

ing experience, including classes 

like Lace Bootcamp and Combo Knit, which 

introduces her signature style of combination 

knitting. 

“With a purl stitch, I wrap yarn opposite 
to how most people wrap it, so it’s mounted 
different for the knit stitch,” she explains. 

“With combo knitting, most movement 
comes from the fingers and shoulders.” She 
uses her stock of illustrations and class hand- 
outs as well as new videos and MP3 lectures 
to teach her classes. She also uses online 
chats and email to work individually with 
students at their own pace. 

“When I teach combo 
knitting classes, my goal 
isn’t to change the way they 
knit, but to open up a new 
way to knit more easily and 
to understand the architec- 
ture of knitting. Hopefully 
they become more intuitive 
and can get themselves out 
of any situation they get 
into as knitters,” explains 
Annie. It’s a lesson she’s 
learned and passes on to 
her students to build their 
confidence because, as she 
puts it, “We knit to make 
ourselves happy.” ^

I What is duplicate 
stitch, and can i 
substitute it for patterns 
calling for intarsia?

Duplicate stitch is 
an easy embroidery 
technique to trace a stitch 
with a different color yarn 
threaded on a yarn needle. 
Because you’re covering up 
the original stitch, it looks as 
though you knit that stitch 
in a different color (see 
bottom photo, right). 

While you can substitute 
duplicate stitch for intarsia, 
you would not want to use 
it over large fields of color. 
Duplicate stitch is better 
used over small areas (for ex- 
ample, single-stitch accents 
or outlines around another 
area of intarsia). If you use 
duplicate stitch over a large 
area, you run the risk of 
making areas of your project 
stiff and unyielding. Twice 
the yarn equals twice the 
weight, which can pull and 
distort the design. Better to 
save it for small accents. 

It’s easy to do. Follow 
the path of the stitch using 
a blunt yarn needle. Avoid 
a sharp needle, which can 
easily split the yarn. Come 
up from the back side of 
your work (see photo 1), 



I Pull your yarn 
up from the 
wrong side 
at the bottom of 
the V of the knit 
stitch and pull 
the needle across 
the width of the 
top of the stitch 
you’re tracing. 



Pull the 
^ needle 

through and 
insert it into the 
base of the same 
stitch and then 
puli the needle 
across the back 
of your work, 
setting yourself 
up to work the 
next stitch. 




and follow the V line of the 
stitch you are going over, 
then insert your needle back 
through to the wrong 
side, and bring it forward 
again. Then follow the 
V back down and insert 
the needle once more to 
the back (see photo 2). 
Repeat as needed. Remem 
ber to keep your tails long 
enough to weave in! 




f Q ; What is the best 
may to join a 
nem ball of yarn at the 
beginning of a rouu? 




That’s a very good 
question, Christel, 



and asking it suggests that 
you understand the first rule 
of thumb — avoiding 
switching balls of yarn 
mid-row, if at all possible. 

It’s important to accu- 
rately gauge how much yarn 
you have left in your current 
ball. Because yarn winds its 
way across a row, you need 
to multiply the width of your 
row by 3. You’ll require that 
amount of yarn to complete 
one row (for example, you’ll 
need at least 1 yard— 36 
inches — to finish a 12-inch- 
wide row). 

The second rule of 
thumb is to avoid knotting 
your new yarn and the old. 
Knots inevitably have a 
way of making their way to 
the front of your work, are 
unstable, and don’t hold up 
well over time. 

When I join a new ball, 

I place my needle into the 
next stitch, dropping the old 
yarn (being certain to leave 
at least a 4-inch tail), wrap- 
ping the new yarn around 
the needle as if I had already 
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been knitting with it, and 
completing the stitch. You 
can snug up the last stitch 
of the old yarn and the first 
stitch of the new yarn by 
gently tugging on the tails of 
the new and old yarns and 
then tying them in a loose 
bow. You’ll untie the bow 
later and weave in the ends 
with a yarn needle. 

If color changes aren’t 
an issue, and the edges will 
be visible, I typically like 
to wait until 1.5 to 2 inches 
into the row before doing my 
yarn change. I wrap the yarn 
in a similar fashion, loosely 
tying the ends together, and 
then I remove the knot later. 
By switching yarns at least 
an inch into the row, there’s 
room to weave in the tail 
of the old and the new 
yarn in opposite directions 
and make it less obvious 
from the front. 

If you’re knitting a 
striped scarf, for example, 
where you’ll use the color 



again within an inch or 
so, you can leave the ball 
attached and wrap the new 
yarn around the old yarn 
(see photo 1, above), secur- 
ing the old yarn as you go 
until you need it again. You 
will be able to see the yarn 
if you look carefully (see 
photo 2), but there will be 
fewer ends to weave in, and 
they can also be visible. 



Q I houe read 

about using tuuo 
circular needles instead 
of double-pointed 
needles. I hate DPNs.

® Shhh, Abra, don’t tell 
anyone, but I hate 
double-pointed needles, too! 
You can bypass DPNs with 
ease. The length of the 
second circular needle isn’t 



important; just make sure it’s 
the same size. 

To switch from one 
circular to two, simply knit 
half the stitches onto the 
new circular needle. You’ll 
then knit the stitches on 
circular needle #1 with the 
needles of circular #I and 
the stitches on circular #2 
with the needles of circular 
#2. When you’re working 
with circular #1, the needles 
of #2 hang loose and vice 
versa. It’s as simple as that! 

It’s tempting to start 
your new circular needle 
at the beginning of a new 
round. To avoid losing my 
stitch marker every time I 
move from one circular to 
another, however, I typi- 
cally start the new needle 
an inch or so past the 
beginning of a round. 

If you’re working on 
a pattern that refers to 
specific double-pointed 
needles (for example, “knit 
chart A on needles 3 and 



4”), you’ll need to divide 
the stitches on your 2 
circulars appropriately, and 
you may find that stitch 
markers are handy to help 
you keep track of your 
stitches according to the 
pattern’s instructions. 'K

■ citing involves washing a 
M knit item with the intent to 
shrink it. Think Shrinky Dinks 
for knitters. Felting can be fear- 
inducing — plunging a week s 
worth of knitting into a washing 
machine is, to say the least, a 
nail-biter. With a regular knitting 
project, you can adjust needle size 
to gauge and alter patterns to fit. 
Such fine-tuning is a luxury for 
felters. You need courage to throw 
your labor of love into the wash- 
ing machine. So if you Ve got the 
moxie, try it out with these tips. 

Choose the Right Yarn 

Use yarn made of 100 percent animal 
fiber or animal fiber blends. Make 
sure it s an untreated yarn, one that 
isn’t blended with a synthetic and 
treated to be machine washable (aka 
“superwash”). Yarns shrink at different 

For best results, 
use yarn made of 100 
percent animal fiber or 
animal fiber blends. 

speeds, so swatch each yarn and each 
color you’re using. Light or white yarn, 
for instance, can felt poorly because 
yarn companies use bleach during the 
manufacturing process. Our before 
and after photos on the next page, 
showing the Makeup Case on page 38, 
are prime examples of how the same 
yarn in a different color can produce 
different results under the same con- 
ditions and why swatching is essential. 



Start With a Felting Pattern 

Since knit items shrink considerably 
more in length than width, unfelted 
pieces barely resemble the finished 
item. Use a pattern written specifi- 
cally for felted items until you’ve got 
some experience and are ready to start 
experimenting. And try small items to 
get a feel for the process. The projects 
starting on page 36 are perfect for 
beginners ready to get their yarn wet. 

Prep Yaur Praject 

Before starting the felting process, 
check for holes and dropped stitches, 
and weave in ends carefully so they 
won’t come undone during felting. 
Place your knitted project to be felted 
into a mesh laundry bag or a pillow- 
case and zip or knot the bag shut. 

Before you submerge your knit, 
it’s helpful to understand how the 
fibers will act once in the water. All 
feltable yarns shrink differently, but 
most follow these general rules: 

♦ The piece uuiLL feit more quichLy 
il" there is more agitation. If you 
determine from the suuotching 
process that your project is sLouj 
to felt, add jeans to the wash. 

Stay away from towels, howeuer. 
They can shed and Leaue Lint 
embedded in the felted fabric. 

♦ Your project will get bigger before 
it gets smaller. When knitted wool is 
wet, it stretches. It's only after the 
agitation begins in earnest that the 
barbs in the wool begin to interlock 
and the piece begins to shrink. 

♦ Once the stitches start to disappear, 
the piece will shrink more rapidly. 



Get Yaur Knit Wet 

Felting occurs with the right combi- 
nation of fibers, heat, and friction. 
Use a top-loading washing machine 
and a cycle that combines the hottest 
water, the least amount of water, and 
the most agitation. In the case of 
most machines, this will be a small or 
normal wash in hot water. It doesn’t 
matter what the rinse temperature is 
because you don’t get that far in the 
wash cycle. 

After you’ve thrown your pieces 
into the water, it may take only a 
few minutes for your project to 
show signs of shrinkage. When it 
does, you must be vigilant. Check 
your project at least every 1 or 2 
minutes. Once a project starts to 
felt, it can shrink rapidly, and it’s 
very easy to over-shrink a piece. 

Your swatches may help guide you, 
but you’d be surprised how a proj- 
ect can take on a life of its own! 

You’ll know it has finished felting 
when: 

♦ There is no stitch definition. 

^ It's stiff 

♦ It reflects the finished measurements 
of the pattern you're working on. 

If the agitation cycle is complete 
and your pieces still haven’t felted, 
manually reset your machine to go 
through the agitation cycle again. 
Don’t let it go through the spin and 
subsequent rinse cycle. When com- 
plete, remove all the pieces from 
the machine and rinse them in the 
sink. Squeeze out the excess water 
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Swatch This! 

The same yarn, but in a different cotor, can produce radicatty 
different resutts under the same circumstances.

until no water comes out. The 
Makeup Case needs to be damp, 
not wet, to shape it. 

Get in Shape 

Shaping your project can be as 
simple as squaring off corners and 
pulling it into a perfect rectangle if 
it s a bag or, in the case of the Plant 



Cozies on page 36, pulling the felted 
cozy over the flowerpot you want 
it to cover. You may need to get 
creative. The Floral Accessory on 
page 37 was left to dry inside a small 
measuring cup to sculpt it into the 
shape of a flower. Make sure to let 
your project dry completely, how- 
ever, before appliqueing or 



embellishing. 

Felting can be remarkably forgiv- 
ing because it doesn’t discriminate 
against uneven knitting or inconsis- 
tent tension. As long as you respect 
the process, you’ll find that with 
some experience, you can take on 
bigger projects, more complex tech- 
niques, and more elaborate shapes. <?K

FiNiSHiNG 

Fold Trousers in half and 
sew inner seams of Legs. Sew 
Back center seam of Trouser. 
Sew snap fastener to edges 
of Collar. Sew Bow Tie at 
center front of Collar. Work 
2 French knots with B down 
center front of Shirt Bib for 
buttons. 

Fold Jacket in half and sew 
side and Sleeve seams. Fold 
points of Front Neck edges to 
right side and tack in place 
for Lapels.
